The engine crew of the freight is sald to 
have delayed their train carelessly. The

Thirty-nine Ttalian laborers, Im-

Cabinet Member Says Nation Favors

Wulle the full result will not be known for 
some hours, the returns already in showed 
that about one person in 3,000 of the popula- 
tion voted against the dissolution. The dif- 
ference between the total number of voters 
and the number of votes cast is attributable | 
to absentees, such as sailors abroad and | 
others who are out of the country at present. 

The weather was favorable and there were 
scenes of the greatest enthuslagm every- 
where. Thousands of women who did not 
have the right of franchise signed petitions 
in the streets endorsing the dissolution. In

Reviews Important Island Bills. 
„Last winter there was considerable @s- 
cussion over the bill amending the Philippine 
fundamental act and authorizing the ald in 
the construction of railroads. This kept the 
Philippines before congress. In addition to 


that, Mr. Curtis’ bill for the reduction of 


the tariff on all products of the Philippine 
islands from 75 per cent of the Dingley tariff 
to nothing, except in the case of sugar and 
tobacco, which he proposed to reduce to 25 
per cent of the Dingley tariff, led to a long 


| hearing before the ways and means commit- 


tee and considerable discussion by all persons 

interested. The ways and means committees 

reported the bill favorably, but as the ses 
sion was too far advanced to expect the sen- 
ate to take it up, nothing further was done 

in the matter of its passage. 


First Hand Knowledge Needed. 


“The discussion of the Philippines in two 
or three sessions of congress satisfied me that 
it would greatly add to the knowledge of 
congress if a large delegation of both houses 
could be induced to visit the islands. Ac 
cordingly I tnvited the attention of the Phil- 
ippine commission to the wisdom of extend- 
ing an invitation to the members of the sen- 
ate and house who could come to visit the 
islands, with a view of pressing upon them 
the legislative needs of the archipelago. The 


|} commission was glad to fall in with the sug- 


gestion and accordingly authorized me to 
invite thirty senators and members of con- 
| gress to visit the islands, the Philippine 
government agreeing to pay the simple trans- 
portation expenses from the homes of the 
cofigresamen to Manila and return. 

“This left a considerable amount to be 
paid by the congressmen themselves if they 
accepted the invitation—an amount greater, 
indeed, than that which the Philippine gov- 
ernment would have to pay under the terms 
of the proposal. The invitations were ex- 
tended primarily to the members of the com- 
mittee of insular affairs of the houme, to the 
members of the committee on the Philippines 
of the senate, and the members of the ways 
and means committee of the house—the three 
committees having to do with the important 
legislation of the Philippines. 


Number in Party Enlarged. 
“TI. caused it to be understood, however, 
that we would be glad to invite any other 


members of either house who wished to go, 


and in that way quite a number of members 
of the senate and house came to be included, 
In addition to the above, there were quite a 
number of young men and women who were 
anxious to go, whom either I had known 


1 or who were introduced to me for the pur- 


pose, and whom I was glad to include in the 
party, they paying their own expenses and 
arranging for their own transportation. The 
result is that the party now includes seven 
senators and three senators’ wives, twemy- 
four congressmen, and the wives of seven 
congressmen. 

„Miss Alice Roosevelt, when the trip was 
proposed, was anxious to go, and her father 
was quite willing to give his consent be- 
cause he is anxious himself to visit the 
Philippines, and to express to the people in 


person his interest in their welfare, and hes 


thought that by sending his daughter-in the 
party visiting the islands he might convey a 
message of good will to them which they 
would appreciate more than written or 
spoken word. No partisan line was followed 
in the invitations. Democrats and repub- 
licans were invited, and especially those gen- 


tlemen who have in the past manifested | 


their opposition to the policy of the adminis- 
‘tration with respect to the government of the 
Philippines and the proposed tariff amend-, 
ments affecting them. 


Legislators Get Much Information. 


„Whatever predilections each senator or 
member of congress have, it is certain that 
he will be better informed after a visit to 
Manila and to the islands of the grotip than 
he would have been if he had not gone. He 
will take im the local atmosphere. He will 
be more deeply impressed with the needs of 
the islands and the islanders, and his interest 
which before may have been desultory will 
be quickencd into a live and moving appre- 
ciation of the burden which we have a 
sumed in attempting to govern the rudlippine 
islands, and an understanding of the duncul- 
ties that attend working that government 
out successfully. 

„My impression is that the result of the 
voyage, while it will not dissipate differ- 
ences of opinion, will certainly bring all 
members nearer to a common ground and a 
common attitude toward the archipelago 
and our wards in the east. It is perhaps 
rash for me to attempt to describe the con- 
ditions in the islands now that I have been 
away from them nearly two years, or to de- 
scribe a change which I understand to have 
taken place there in the opinion of many of 
the Filipinos. Until the history of the or- 

on of civil government and ite life 
for the last five years shall have been writ- 
ten, no one, except those concerned in it, 
will understand the difficulties under which 
it has had to live. 

It undaubtedly is true that the organiza- 
tion of the civil government, with a liberal 
provision for autonomy in municipalities and 
in the provinces, was @ great surprise to the 
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government with much more alacrity and 
greater satisfaction than they had expected 
to before the program of the commission be- 
came known. The sincerity of the commis- 
sion in working out its program, likewise, I 
am sure, impressed people with the idea that 
the American government had a different 
9 gay from that which they attributed 
Business Reverses Cause Unrest. 

But while these political concessions were 
being made to the Filipinos, they were 
not accompanied by prosperity in business 
and by a detterment ot the creature com- 
forts of the inhabitants, both of which are 
essential to the real happiness of the peo- 
ple. The destruction of 75 per cent of the 
cattle by rinderpest, the epidemic of cholera 
and the death of more than 100,000 people, 
and the restrictions of modern hygienic 
rules, which the people deeply resented, all 
tended toward a feeling that the govern- 
ment was not, after all, accomplishing much 
for the people. 

“The exposition in America and the visit 
to America of fifty Philippine 
opened the eyes of those commissioners 
the prosperity of America and the comfort 
and freedom which its people enjoyed. The 
hospitality with which the honorary com- 
mission was received, the consideration 
‘which was shown them as the guests of the 
mation, not only impressed them with the 
friendliness of the American people but gave 
dome of them the impression that the Amer- 
jean people were anxious that they should 
have immediate independence. 

„% Their sense of their own importance was 
vastly increased by the attentions which 
were showered upon them, and they returned 
with a convietion that the Filipinos were 
capable of self-government as long at least 
as the honorary commission might be made 
a part of that government. The absence of 
business prosperity, the failure of crops, and 
the general depression, of course, has tended 
to spread a feeling in favor of obtaining in- 
dependence by peaceable means. I th 

“that it is generally conceded that nearly 
évery one now, except a few irreconcilable 
and retired insurrecto generals, have given 

up the idea of obtaining their independence 

by forge. 

: Few Wish Government Overthrow. 

* I do not mean to say that whenerer there 
ie an outbreak in the provinces, due to 
ladronism or the uprising of some fanatical 


religious set, there are not among the po- 


litical leaders a few who hope that the dis- 
turbance will be so great as that ultimately 
it may lead to the embarrassment of the 
government and the possible overthrow of its 
power, but, on the whole, the evidence seems 
to show that, with the exception of Samar, 
Cavite, and Batangas, there never was any 
greater tranquillity than how exists through- 
out the islands. In this I refer specifically 
to the Christian Filipino provinces and 
not to the Moro provinces, which always are 
to be controlled by force, and in which there 
always is liability toan outburst. The Moros 
are much nearer the period of savagery and 
much less amenable to the influences of 
good government than the Filipinos. 

» am asked what is the future, if there 
is to. spread a feeling in favor of independ- 
ence. In the first place, when I speak of a 
Spread in the feeling of independence, I 
refer chiefly to the educated classes and 
to those who are politicaliy active among 
the educated. The great mass of the people 
are apparently indifferent to the govern- 
ment. They ate subject to the active prop- 
@ganda of political leaders, but when the 

propaganda cease they fall back.into their 
-gpirit of inertia and indifferenpe and igno- 
france. I have no doubt that the spread of 
education in the present rising generation 
will oring a great change among the people, 
gnd if it is accompanied, as the prospect is 
it will be, by a development of the islands, a 
. great increase in their proeperity and train- 
ing of the laborers to effective labor, and an 
introduction of more creature and bodily 
comforts, the present apparent desire for 
@ different government involved in the wish 
for independence will become what, at times 
ft has been in the past, an aspiration for 
the far distant future rather than the ob- 
Ject.of the immediate agitation. 


Success Depends Upon Prosperity. 

“The whole question of success of the 
American management of the Philippine 
islands, in my judgment, is a question of 
the development of the materia! prosperity of 
the islands, accompanied by the spread 
among the people of primary education and 
manual training schools, together with a 
gradual extension of the political power of 
the people so that ultimately we may look to 
the formation of a sound public opinion 
Among the masses of the people who can 
discriminate between wise advisers and mere 
frothy declaimers. The spread of English 
in the next generation is certain to have a 
tgonservative effect. | 
It now we take the Philippines within the 
tariff wall and give them the great benefit 
of the American markets, uniting them to us 
by the steel bonds of mutual interest, the. 


agitation concerning independence by peace- | 


able means will soon cease. To me it is a 


mere symptom of present conditions rather 


than a cause for alarm as to the future out- 
come of our experiment. 

There are pressing upon us certain prob- 
lems for immediate solution in the islands, 
which I may summarize as follows: 

First is the question of internal revenue 
taxation. A new law has been in force for a 
year. It imposes a tax less than half the tax 
imposed in our country upon tobacco and 
liquors. It has created a good deal of opposi- 
tion and bad feeling. especially among the 
business men interested in the production 
and manufacture qt these classes of products. 

“The claim made is that while the system 
is not objectionabie, it ought to have been 
introduced with a less tax in order that the 
capitalists and companies engaged in it might 
adjust themselves to the new tax law without 
the wrench to their whole business system 
which the imposition of so heavy a tax neces- 
sarily brought about. There is pressure now 
for a reduction of the tax in order that the 
‘business interests affected may recover them- 
gelves and that thereafter there may be a 
gradual! increase. 


Clearing Friars’ Land Titles, 

„ Becond, are the friars’ agricultural lands, 
which were purchased under a contract for 
purchase with four different companies. The 
transactions with three of them have been 
closed and the lands transferred, and the 
government is now administering the lands, 
renting it out and selling it to the tenants 
who are willing to buy. The largest owner, 
however, among the four was the Phihppine 
Sugar Estates company, limited, which was 
the graritee ot the Dominican order of monks. 
Its property was embraced in eight large 
haciendas. An examination of the title as 
to three of these eight pieces seemed to show 
that the title was not in the Dominican or- 
der, but in the University of Santo Tomas. 
The University of Santo Tomas is con- 
trolled by the Dominican order, and is n 
offshoot, and apparently the present com- 
pany considers that the Dominican order had 
cgmplete control of the sale of lands though 
held in the name of the university.

Southern oil refiners com- 
plained to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion that the rates charged by these and 
other roads on northbound oil were much 
higher than those charged by them on south- 
bound oil. The result of this discrimination 
was that the Standard Oil company, most of 
whose properties are in the north, was able 
to sell oil in the south at a profit, while the 
independent southern refiners were practic- 
ally barred from markets which were natur- 
ally theirs. Before the time came for a 
hearing on the complaint the Illinois Central 
and Louisville and Nashville reduced their 
northbound rates about 50 per cent, and it 
is expected that the other roads concerned 
‘will follow their examplk. 

The people will be pleased with these signs 
of a new disposition on the part of the rail- 


roads to treat shippers more equitably and 


to obey the law before they are forced to.

Its soundness was ques- 
tioned in some quarters and it found no 
warm supporters. It has one in the presi- | 
dent, and probably he will again call the at- 
tention of congress to the subject. In his 
address at Chautauqua last week, in Which 
he set forth the need of more effective con! 
trol ot the great industrial corporations, he 
said “it may well be that we shall find the 
only effective way of exercising this supervi- |

The orf Baroda and his consort 
have left England on their return to Indias 
after having done everything in their power 
while in London to bring about the downfall 
of Lord Curzon. The gackwar of Baroda is 


one of the most powerful of the semi- de- 


pendent rulers of western India, reigning 
over a population of several million of Hin- 
dods, and inordinately proud of his ancestry 
and of his preéminence among the other 
vassal sovereigns of the Deccan. Devoted to 
England and brought up by English people 
almost as an Englishman, he has resented 
bitterly the treatment to which has been 
subjected by Lord Curzon, Who h attempt- 
ed to handle him and his fellow rulers as so 
many school boys, insisting, for instance, 
that they should not leave their dominions 
without previously having obtained his per- 
‘mission. In fact, Lord Curzon deprived the 
gaekwar and the other reigning nces of 
every vestige of al independence, and 
domineered them in a manner that might 
have been all weil if they had never been out 
ef their country, but which their English

When Joseph W. Bailey, junior Uniteg 
States senator, from Texas, begins to d 
tend the south” before his ecstatic con 
stituents, you may know as a certainty that 
his term is nearly over, and the fences need 
lookittg after: Nobody is attacking the 
south, as we all know.

The new show at the La Salle theater is a 
good show. If it were a bad show it prob- 
ably would not make any difference in the 
manner of its reception, for this little play- 
house has a clientéle most enthusiastic, 
loyal, and patient.

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The exports for the year were not only the 
on record, but are in excess of the 
combined exports of all articles in the cen- 
tennial year 1876, and nearly 8140, 000, 000 
more than the total imports and exports of 
| the country at the close of the civil war. 

Iron and steel manufactures supply about 
one-fourth of the total exports, having been 
$134,727,921, as against $111,948,586 in the 
preceding year. Steel rails showed an in- 
crease of $6,000,000, chiefly in shipments to 
Canada, South America, Mexico, the West 
Indies, Japan, and other oriental countries. 
Machinery also showed an increase in 1905 
of more than $6,000,000 over 1904. 

A conspicuous feature is the large increase 
in exports of locomotives to Japan, 151 en- 
gines having deen sent thither in 1905, as 
against seventy-four in the previous year. 
Mexico and Argentina increased their pur- 
chases of American sewing machines, while 
Japan increased her purchases of electrical

If precedent is followed it will be three 
years before the national tournament is 
again held in the west. Then it will come 
to Chicago again, if the enthusiasm dis- 
played and the fine management of the affair 
count for anything. The encouraging fea- 
ture of the tournament has been the small 
number of really poor players engaged, 
this indicates the rapid strides made by the 
golfers of this country. New York, Chicago, 
Bostoh, and Philadeiphia, the four leading 
centers of the sport, were all well repre- 
sented, but the showing made by other cities 
indicates that it will not be many years 
before the champion may come from almost 
any state in the union. The south sent its 
champion, and the leading players from the 
far west were present, but the result indi- 
cates that the golf there is not yet up to the 
grade of that of the larger cities. 


Pittsburg’s Fine Showing. | 
Although Chicago won the chief honors, 
Pittsburg is entitled to nearly as much cre- 
dit, winning the Olympic cup; the low medal 
score in the qualifying round, and one semi- 
finalist medal. It is doubtful if any city 
can produce a more consistent quartet —— 
W. C. Fownes, Jr., E. M. Byers, Dr. D. 
Fredericks, and G. A. Ormiston. 

The value of the qualifying round was 
again demonstrated, and it is worthy of note 
that both the winner and runner up were 
among the leaders in the medal play test. 
In the two tournaments held before the for- 
mation of the U. 8. G A. one wag at medal 
play and the other at all-match play: The 
first held under the auspices of the national 
organization had no medal play round, and 
again in 1908 the tournament was run on the 
same plan as the British event, 899 85 e 
play is ta booed. 


Value of Qualifying Round. 
That the eliminating play is useful is dem- 
onstrated by the results. Apart from the 
win of Louis N. James, who tied for sixty- 
fourth place at Glen View in 1902, no cham- 
pion ever has been lower down than seventh 
in the qualifying round, while only in one 
instance has the runner up been lower than 
seventh. The one exception was Fred Herre-

What.“ you exclaim, “ do 
Jou mean that what we put inside of us 
should be changed with the seasons as well 
as what we put outside?’ This is precisely 
what we do mean. As we have explained 
many times in this department of Tue 
TRIBUNE, food serves many more purposes 
than just satisfying taste and hunger. It 
builds tissues, it gives heat, it gives energy. 
Now, in‘hot weather we do not exercise 
greatly, so we do not need food to build tis- 
sue, neither do we want it to give heat; that 
is what we are trying to avoid, and neither 
do we want much energy. Nature has pro- 
for’ this condition and 

giveh us a large amount of food which 
* not concentrated in the properties of 
which we have been speaking, and which 
gives à large proportion of what the body 


does need—-water, fruits, and vegetables are 


provided for us now and should take a large 
place in the menu. It must always be ro- 
membered when this is said that they must 
all be in good condition, as either unripe or 
overripe fruit or vegetables will cause much 
iliness. As the lighter part of our diet sug- 
gests itself at once as already in Dame Na- 
ture’s larder let us carry our thought a lit- 
tle further and see whether we must make 
a change in our other dishes in order to 
suit the season. 

It we do not need ee forming, heat 
giving foods we do not want meat, for it is 
both these things. Let us forbid it on our 
table more than once a day most certainly, 
and let us replace it as often. as may be 
With fish and poultry and egg dishes. 

To begin with breakfast, let us serve fruit, 
coffee, rolis muffins, popovers, or toast, and 
elther eggs done in many ways on different 
days—or some of the lighter breakfast foods. 


If you serve eggs for breakfast then you can 


well plan something cereal for luncheon, 
‘fried cornmeal with a little bacon, or rice 
with tomatoes, or if you have served a cereal 
for breakfast and intend to have meat for 
dinner, then a light luncheon of vegetable 
salad with sandwiches and a cup of choco- 
late would be sufficient. Another variety, if 
the day be a little cool; is a good cream 
soup and a coursé of fruit for dessert. 

For dinner a clear soup, meat, fish, or 


poultry, potatoes or rice, one green. veget- 


able and a simple dessert—fruit as much as 
possible, as nature has given it us not con- 
torted by a tortured cook in abnormal! forms. 
Soups sometimes seem to be troublesome in 
summer but Thudichum bas dispelled many 
of its terrors by showing the value of meat 
4 extracts properly used. The addition which 
scraps of cooked meat and vegetables make 
to the soup pot is of flavor, the essence must 
come from soup meat. Therefore, save 
yourself much trouble by frying little scraps 
of meat in a little ham or bacon fat, or, if 
you will, butter, with onion and parsley and 
any seasoning you usually like in soup, until 
brown, then add extract of beef in the pro- 
| portion of one tablespoon to the quart of wa- 
ter, put in your fried seasoning, and you have 
a soup fit for a king—vary this in a thousand 
ways. Soup is a stimulant and not nourish- 
ment, and, therefore, a good, ¢lear soup is 
helpful in summer in Place of some heartier 
dish. 

In the tropics, where one needs the refresh- 
ment of spiced dishes which stimulate with- 
out being eaten in large quantities, people 
have long since learned to use curries. In 
this way a little ‘meat and more rice are 
eaten to the entire satisfaction of the appe- 
tite, and the system is nor overloaded with 
food it not need.

WHEAT DECLINES ONLY CURBED 
BY COVERING BY SHORTS. 


Russian News, Narrow Trade, and 
Small Export Sales Also Help to 
Stay the Market—Government Re- 
‘port Shows Little Deterioration in 
Spring Wheat—Corn Is Helped by 
the Bulls and Heavy Shipping Der

other foodstuffs dragged prices lower dur- 
ing the week past. As the news had been 
discounted to a large extent previous to the 
efficial confirmation the trade received 
Thursday the wheat market was in an uncer- 
tain state of mind, and showed declines of 
only ue for the period. As outside in- 
terest in the market: was small, which usu- 
ally is the case when prices are declining, 


the professional element was wary about 


standing short on heavy lines, preferring to 
scalp on the bear side of the market, thus 
limiting the decline and making the course 
of prices trregular. Russian advices of un- 
favorable nature, denied with equal posi- 
tiveness by some authorities, and the fact 
modest export sales were raade also, tended 
to curb selling. 

News of the growing spring wheat crop 
and returns from the winter wheat states, 
both from private and government sources, 
left little to be desired. The government re- 
port ‘on spring wheat allowed less for de- 
terioration by black rust than the majority 
of the trade expecteu, the loss only 1.8 points 
where 4 to 5 points decline had been antici- 


pated. 
The winter wheat figures were also, 
making the average yield 148 bu to the acre, 


or 1 point less than 2 bu an acre larger than 


the final yield last year. The crop figured 
out 266,000,000 bu spring wheat, with 206,- 
000,000 bu for the three leading states, and a 
crop of 79,000,000 bu in Minnesota, or 11,000,- 


000 bu more than last year, although the 


rust Had the Dept papormat 
state. 


Flour Making Properties Better. 

Winter wheat total was put at 424,000,000 
bu, making a total crop of 690,000,000 bu, or 
138.000, 000 bu more than last year. The 
general belief that the floar making proper- 
ties of the wheat this year will be greater 
also, winter wheat being heavy as a rule, 
and the prospects being for less shrunken 
and rust affected spring wheat, added to the 
effect of the government figures.

business was small, a few loads of No. 2 red, 
a good lot of old macaroni wheat, and a few 
loads of hard winter from the gulf, the sales 
indicated that an export basis, temporarily 
at least, was not far away.
